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Executive Summary 

The mission of the USDA, Animal and Plant Health Inspection Service (APHIS) is to protect U.S. agricultural resources from pests and diseases, 
manage wildlife damage, regulate genetically engineered organisms, and administer the Animal Welfare Act. APHIS programs integrate plant and 
animal disease surveillance, epidemiology, emergency response, and information delivery to ensure the marketability of U.S. agricultural products. 
APHIS and our partners at Department of Homeland Security (DHS) Customs and Border Protection (CBP) Agriculture Programs and Trade Liaison 
(APTL) branch ensure that commodities traded internationally are free of animal and plant pests and diseases. Agriculture is vital to the health and 
strength of the U.S. economy and our citizens. However, globalization and free trade place great pressure on our safeguarding system. Through 
the inspection and certification of agricultural commodities being shipped into and out of the country, APHIS helps protect both American 
producers and consumers. Our specialists work closely with producers to certify their exports as pest- and disease-free, while consumers trust 
APHIS and DHS to ensure that imported products pose no threat to U.S. agriculture or our food supply. 


To ensure that APHIS and DHS have the necessary information to make sound, science-based decisions, APHIS requires that importers file specific 
information with DHS CBP. Currently, much of the information needed to correctly regulate and safeguard agriculture products and related 
products are provided via paper Licenses, Permits, Certificates and other documents (LPCO's). Utilizing the Participating Government Agency (PGA) 
Message Set to automate the filing of much of the data found on paper LPCO's will allow APHIS and CBP Agriculture to process cargo more 
expeditiously and to identify unsafe, dangerous, or prohibited shipments. While not all LPCO's will be converted at this time, electronic collection, 
processing, sharing, and analysis of trade data from many of the supporting documents required during the cargo import process will significantly 
increase efficiency and reduce costs over the current manual, paper-based processing, while also allowing APHIS to leverage the electronic data in 
risk based analysis directly supporting expedited and/or low risk release programs. 
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Background 

The International Trade Data System (ITDS) is an interagency program created to establish a single window system for electronically collecting and 
distributing import and export data. This data is required by government agencies with regulatory authority to license and/or clear commodities 
imported or exported through U.S. ports of entry and export. This single window system is being developed as part of the Automated Commercial 
Environment (ACE) program within CBP. In 2006, Congress enacted legislation (the Security and Accountability for Every Port Act or "SAFE Port 
Act") that mandates "all agencies that require documentation for clearing or licensing the importation and exportation of cargo" to participate in 
ITDS. The information transmitted to each agency will consist of data elements in the Partner Government Agencies or "PGA Message Set" that 
each agency has statutory authority and/or OMB approval to collect. ACE allows trade to make a single submission so all relevant data can be 
distributed to the appropriate PGA. Business costs are reduced, and regulatory agencies will obtain data more quickly through electronic filings. 
Three ACE/ITDS components are being developed to implement the "single window" functionality -- the PGA Message Set, Interoperability Web 
Service (IWS), and the Document Image System (DIS). These three key ACE/ITDS components will further automate reporting to CBP and other PGA 
agencies. 


The PGA Message Set provides the capability to collect data elements required by APHIS for processing imports through the Automated Broker 
Interface (ABI). It will be used as part of Entry and Entry Summary filings, and essentially adds data elements to those filings that are now collected 
on paper. IWS facilitates system-to-system communications and the DIS can accept electronic transmission of "imaged" documents that currently 
must be submitted on paper to CBP and other PGAs. In those instances where CBP and APHIS require the same information, the APHIS PGA 
Message Set will not duplicate that data request if it is already collected by CBP. Instead, the APHIS PGA Message Set and the DIS will be used to 
collect the additional data elements required for APHIS reporting. In some instances, however, APHIS may require more specificity than CBP filing 
requirements. In those cases, the APHIS standardized format provided for by the PGA CATAIR and the DIS, must be used regardless of how the 
data was captured by CBP. 
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Overview 
This document is designed to provide a comprehensive explanation of data structures and formats found within the APHIS PGA Message Set. 


Message Sets are designed to enhance the data profile associated with commercial commodity importations pertinent to APHIS and CBP 
Agriculture jurisdictions and regulatory authorities. The result is to improve three major areas of the import process. 


First, APHIS utilizes the Message Set to electronically convert data found (either partially or in whole) on many of the paper import documents 
required to accompany agriculture shipments as a condition of entry. These Licenses, Permits, Certificates, and other documents (LPCO’s) are 
currently utilized to identify commodities, certifying their health, provide import conditions and instructions for proper inspection. This conversion 
will eliminate much of the need for paper documents, thereby facilitating trade and increasing the efficiency of the overall import process. APHIS 
and CBP Agriculture will also utilize the Document Imaging System (DIS) to supplement the data submitted via the APHIS Message Set, especially in 
cases where narrative statements, normally found within the bodies of required LPCO’s, are utilized to describe conditions of entry and special 
handling instructions for inspectors. Note: APHIS and CBP Agriculture reserve the right to continue collection and validation of original paper 
documents utilized as official legal instruments. These documents validate commodity identification, country of origin, as well as certify health and 
safety information. Documents may include phytosanitary, sanitary, meat inspection, and health certificates, as well as commercial invoices, and 
supplemental documents issued by foreign governments or other documentation required by APHIS. 


Second, APHIS leverages the message set as a supplement to current entry and entry line data. Most of this data is obtained via the conversion of 
paper documents and improves information needed by APHIS and CBP Agriculture officers during the clearance and inspection process. Viewing 
the more granular APHIS Message Sets, on screen within ACE and other APHIS inspection systems, will provide inspectors with the ability to better 
ascertain their regulatory responsibility for each agriculture commodity being imported, thus providing information needed to facilitate the 
movement of cargo. 


Third, APHIS is utilizing this data to populate internal inspection results systems and risk analysis programs downstream from the message set. 
Populating inspection results systems allow inspectors to spend more time facilitating the movement of cargo and less time re-entering 
information normally obtained from accompanying documents. APHIS is also utilizing this data to improve risk analysis in support of expedited 
and/or low risk release programs, while also creating a continuous feedback loop of information, obtained from data analysis, which can be 
provided to importers and trade partners showing contamination levels within any specific commodity pathway. It is hoped this feedback loop will 
also allow importers to work with trading partners and APHIS to improve the safety and health of agriculture and agricultural related products at 
the source of the contamination. 
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APHIS PGA Message Set: Adapted Input Record Layouts 


APHIS has adapted the ACE CATAIR data element (input) record layout table to explain each individual record identifier. For simplicity the default 
data elements normally listed in the layout table ("Control Identifier", "Record Type", and “ЕШег”) are not included in the APHIS adaptation. APHIS 
has expanded the table to include a column reflecting whether each data element is mandatory (APHIS Status = M) or conditional (APHIS Status = 
C). The table is further adapted by adding the APHIS Description to explain the meaning of each data element from the perspective of APHIS, and 
beyond the standard CATAIR definition. A separate column has also been added designating the location of the appropriate reference table or look 
up list for each data element, where appropriate. Data elements within each record identifier layout table (aka PGA line), not utilized by APHIS, 
and are omitted from this adaptation. 


Example "position" grids are provided for most APHIS programs (found in PGO1) and/or product category types (designated in PG 10) for each 
record identifier. Full position grid examples are also found in the APHIS PGA Message Set: Full Examples section of this document. 


General Rules for Data Submission 
Unused fields, which are defined as numeric, should not be zero-filled. These fields should be space filled or data errors may result. 


Data should not be placed in fields defined as filler. If data is present in filler fields, an error message may be system generated. 


Transmit ONLY uppercase alphabetic characters A through Z. While some applications may not return specific error messages when detecting 
lower-case letters, CBP cannot guarantee the consistency of processing results for data transmitted in lower case.

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Animal Products and By-Products: 


Overview and Special Notes for Animal Products and By-Products 

This section focuses on Animal Products and By-Products (aka АРОЗОО). The examples are derived from actual importation entry filings. However, only 
the most pertinent information was converted to reflect the critical areas of the message set reporting. Data associated with superfluous items like company 
address, actual LPCO numbers, agency names, and personal contact information was not always converted by the APHIS message set team. Please note: These 
examples are intended to provide direction regarding the general structure of these message sets. Each message set may have different information depending 


on the product being imported. Product ID's, intended use, names, descriptions, ingredients (aka components) should be changed or adjusted based оп, and 
reflective of, actual circumstances. 


When reporting Animal Products and By-Products it is important to determine if the imported commodity is a "the" regulated product or if the 
ingredient(s) within the product is regulated. For example, if the imported commodity is meat, then it should be reported as the product. However, if the 
commodity is pot pies with meat, then the pot pies should be reported as the product and the meat as the regulated ingredient (aka component). 


Animal Products and By-Products (Products with Components Logical Diagram) 

The logical diagram (below) is intended to generally describe the structure of Animal Product commodities having ingredients regulated by APHIS. The 
best technique is to always identify and describe the product with a full message set and (if applicable) follow the full message set with a "mini set" reporting the 
regulated ingredients (aka components). These “mini sets" about component information should follow the PG32 Record. If the products have multiple 
regulated ingredients, then multiple mini descriptions are required. Each mini description (only) needs a PGO2 "C" (Item Type), PGO6 “Source Country 
Information", PG10 "Category Type", PG10 "Category", PG10 "A32 Characteristics", and a PG17 "Specific Common Name". If reporting a regulated ingredient, 
then an A32 Characteristic is not needed in the PG10 records associated with the product. Only report the A32 Characteristic for components. Please Note: 


APHIS is discontinuing the use of PG50/51 record line grouping techniques for APO300 Commodity Category Type products shown in the APHIS Master 
Version 4.7 and all previous versions. 


The example in the logical diagram shows bouillon cubes with three ingredients of interest to APHIS. All information is reported about the bouillon first 
as the main product. The three components are reported (as mentioned) after the PG32 Record. It is important to note that some products have a different 
origin compared to their components. In other words, they may have been assembled or manufactured (into bouillon) in one country, but the individual 
ingredients may have come from other countries. Therefore, depending on the component and the country of origin, APHIS requires that source country 
information be specifically reported separate from the product in the component section of the message set. Please Note: Some commodities may be imported 


and assembled/manufactured into a final product within the United States. In those cases, the commodity is (at the time of importation) a product rather than a 
component.

Overview and Special Notes for Cut Flowers 


This section focuses on Cut Flowers (aka АРОВОО) Commodity Category Type Products. The examples are derived from actual importation entry filings. 
However, only the most pertinent information was converted to reflect the critical areas of the message set reporting. Data associated with superfluous items 
like company address, actual LPCO numbers, agency names, and personal contact information was not always converted by the APHIS message set team. Please 
note: These examples are intended to provide direction regarding the general structure of these message sets.

*As of Implementation guide 5.2, APHIS has discontinuing reporting bouquet or bunch quantities and units of measure within the PG26 record line.

The Safe Port Act of 2006 requires all agencies, which require documentation for clearing or licensing the importation and exportation of cargo, to 
participate in the International Trade Data System (ITDS). With the February 19, 2014 signing of the Executive Order (EO) on 21st Century Trade 
Facilitation, the President mandated all government agencies' implementation of the ITDS via the Automated Commercial Environment (ACE) by 
December of 2016. In accordance with this order, the following dates were mandated for the use of ACE: 


• May 1, 2015: Mandatory use of АСЕ for electronic import and export manifest 
• November 1, 2015: Mandatory use of ACE for electronic Cargo Release and related Entry Summary filings 
• October 1, 2016: Mandatory use of ACE for all remaining portions of the cargo process 


CBP automated systems electronically support the facilitation of importing and exporting goods. By the end of 2016, the Automated Commercial 
Environment (ACE) will become the “Single Window” or primary system through which the trade will report imports and exports. [It will also be 
the primary system used by] the government to determine admissibility. Through ACE (as the single window) [many] manual processes will be 
streamlined and automated, paper will be eliminated, and the international trade community will more easily and efficiently be able to comply 
with U.S. laws and regulations... 


The following Acts, Code of Federal Regulations, and Memorandums of Agreements between Agencies provide USDA APHIS the legal authorization 
to gather information to fulfill its mandate to regulate merchandise/commodities as they make entry into and through the United States of 
America. This information is generally gathered when owners (importers) and purchasers, utilize licensed customs brokers to file Customs Entry via 
the Automated Commercial Environment (ACE), Automated Broker Interface (ABI) program. 


Section 405 of the Security and Accountability for Every Port Act of 2006 (“SAFE Port Act”), Pub. L. 109-347; the Homeland Security Act of 2002, 
Pub. L. 107-296, Executive Order 13439, July 18, 2007; Reorganization Plan of November 25, 2002, Pub. L. 107-296, as amended January 30, 2003; 
the Memorandum of Agreement (MOA) (and all subsequent MOA article appendices) Between the U.S. Department of Homeland Security (DHS) 
and the United States Department of Agriculture (USDA) dated February 28, 2003; Department of Homeland Security delegations effective this 
date; the Act commonly known as the Virus-Serum-Toxin Act (21 U.S.C. § 151, et seq.); Section 1 of the Act of August 31, 1922 (commonly known 
as the Honeybee Act (7 U.S.C. 5 281); Title Ш of the Federal Seed Act (7 U.S.C. § 1581, et seq.); the Plant Protection Act (7 U.S.C. 8 7701, et seq.); 
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the Animal Health Protection Act (7 U.S.C. 8 8301, et seq.); Animal Welfare Act (7 U.S.C. 88 2131, and 2148); the Lacey Act Amendments of 1981 
(16 U.S.C. § 3371, et seq.); the Endangered Species Act of 1973 (16 U.S.C. § 1540); and relevant regulations contained in the Code of Federal 
Regulations (CFR), Titles 7 Agriculture, 9 Animal and Animal Products, and 19 Customs Duties. 


APHIS requires Automated Commercial Environment (ACE) data to fulfill its statutorily mandated mission of protecting the health and value of 
American agriculture and natural resources as required by the authorities listed above and to fulfill its responsibility to support CBP by 
implementing regulations, policies, and procedures in furtherance of the agricultural functions transferred to DHS through CBP by the Homeland 
Security Act of 2002, and agreed upon in the MOA (and all subsequent MOA appendices) of 2003. 


Various APHIS forms that are required to accompany regulated commodities were mapped to the CATAIR data elements which are captured within 
ACE for cargo making formal entry into various ports of entry within the United States of America. APHIS forms were mapped for Animal Care, 
Biotechnology Regulatory Services, Plant Protection and Quarantine, and Veterinary Services, as well as, combination forms from APHIS and 
Centers for Disease Control and Prevention (CDC). The following forms have been mapped to date; APHIS 7040B, APHIS Form 2000, APHIS Form 
2006, APHIS Form 7041, APHIS Form 7042, РРО 203, РРО 368, РРО 505, РРО 5058, РРО 525, РРО 526, РРО 546, РРО 585, РРО 586, РРО 587, РРО 
588, PPQ 621, VS 10-13, VS 16-6A, VS 17-129, VS 17-135, VS 17-135A, VS 17-29, VS 17-32, VS 17-8. In addition to the authority cited the following
